FRESHNESS OF FOOD. 


Sim ple Scotch 
and 
English 
Methods 
F o r Prosorvation Explained. 
Consul Maxwell Bluke, writing from 
Dunfermline, says of the simple meth­ 
ods used in Great Britain to keep fruit 
and eggs fresh: 
“A correspondent^! n 
Stirlingshire 
writes me that he ▼as recently con­ 
ducted some successful experiments in 
reference to the packing of fruit for 
transit without the aid of refrigera­ 
tion, his method being simply to pluck 
the fruit at height of sun, to avoid all 
adhering dampness, and immediately 
pack In prepared cases containing 
granulated sugar. Care must be taken 
that the sugar utilized for the pur­ 
pose is also quite devoid of moisture, 
and the cases should be so construct­ 
ed as to be as nearly as(|»ossible im­ 
pervious to atmospheric vapors. Both 
the sugar and the cases, as may be 
inferred, should be designed for aud 
admit of constant reuse. 
“The great fluctuation in the price 
of fresh eggs in Great Britain, ranging 
from 15 cents a dozen in summer to 
from 00 to 76 cents a dozeu^u winter 
—and produced with difficulty even 
then—gives popularity to the econom­ 
ical practice of artificially preserving 
them during the cheap season, the 
most successful method employed by 
the householder being as follows: 
•“ Mix together iu an earthenware

jar nine parts of ladled water, w hich 
has been thoroughly cooled, and one 
part of glass water. 
Glass water is 
obtained by fusing two parts of quartz 
sand with one of sodium carbonate. 
adding one-tenth part of small coal. 
Place the cool cleaned eggs into a jar 
and cover well with the liquid, con­ 
tinually adding sufficient liquid to keep 
the eggs entirely covered as others are 
added. Water glass can be purchased 
in this country from chemists aud 
generally bears on the labels the exact 
proportion to be used, varying from 
3 to IO per cent. 
Eggs preserved in 
this way are less brittle in the shell 
than those preserved in limewater 
and will sometimes boil without crack­ 
ing if a small pin point aperture is 
made iu them.* 
“The proportions uscnl for the lime 
preservative in Scotland are twenty 
gallons of water, four of lime and one 
of salt. 
Allow to stand for a few 
hours, theu pour it over the eggs in 
the same way as the water glass. 
A 
little lime should be added from time 
to time during the period of preserva­ 
tion; otherwise the solution will lose 
its strength. 
The eggs preserved in 
this way become rough and brittle and 
must be handled carefully when taken 
out for use. 
“The popular method of preserving 
eggs by cold storage in the United 
States is not at all general in this 
country, and it is rather surprising 
that more has not been done along 
these lines. 
‘•W’heu eggs are only required to I* 
preserved for two or three months 
they keep very well packed in dry salt 
or bran. 
The meat of the egg may 
shrink and rattle within the shell 
when shaken, but its edibility is not 
impaired. Coating the egg with vase­ 
line or batter will also keep it for a 
short time, or any application which 
effectively seals the pores of the shell 
and excludes air will prolong the fresh­ 
ness of eggs. If it is even momentari- 
ly submerged In boiling water the al­ 
bumen thereby becomes sufficiently 
coagulated to prevent th# antra lice «f 
air.”

C astro owned $1,000,000 w orth of 
cigarette shares, which had been gives 
to him as his share la the promotion 
of the cigarette trust. A few wreaks ago 
the directors of the cigarette com pany 
sold the $5,000,000 concern to a pri­ 
vate individual, Senor G arcia Guerra, 
for $250,000. or Just 5 per cent of Its 
capitalised valse, andjpotw ithstanding 
th at on the sam e day of the sale the 
shares were quoted on the exchange 
s t 25 per cent premium. 
Cest re Frozen Out. 
The next step was tho form ation of 
a new company, which took in all the 
old stoekhelders except Castro. Then 
th ere was issued an order by the 
crim inal court to have the $50,000, 
which corresponded to the 5 per cent 
purchase price of the C astro stock de­ 
posited in the bank of Venexuela to 
the order of whoever m ight be the 
holder of this block of stock. So in one 
day se e million dollars of good money 
becam e fifty thousand. 
But th# worst was yet to come. This

the

of 
more than one lawyer, so It was im ­ 
m ediately ataohed by Individuals who 
have law suits pending against C astro 
for

The sequel to this story of "high 
finance” was the sudden arrival a few 
days ago of a Gorman nam ed Theo­ 
dore H auer with the million dollars of 
cigarette shares in his pocket, which 
he claim s belong to him by virtue of 
purchase from G eneral C astro He has 
engaged counsel and will begin action 
against the perpetrators of the alleged 
illegal reorganization. 
W hat has been done with C astro’s 
cigarette stock is an exact repetition 
of th e process used to oust him from 
th e com pany which controls the mo­ 
nopoly of navigation of the Orinoco 
river and by which his large block of 
stock was made w o rth ies.

and tried to See. but McSorley. firing

CREAM ON 
THE FARM 


by E D W A R D H. WEBSTER. 
The dairy industry is not the main 
business of farmers, but rather a side j 
issue forced upon them by adverse 
conditions 
or 
aggressive 
creamery 
agents. The farmer seldom gives s© ] 
nous attention to the careful handling 
of his cream. 
He lias thedrows end 
the separator, and the market that 
takes his cream asks but little of him 
tu the way of quality. Naturally but 
little has l*een doue to keep the prod 
net pure from the time the cow is 
milked. 
Now. 
however, 
times 
are 
changing rapidly in this respect The 
creameries are requiring quality tests 
to be made of tile patron s cream and 
are paying for It on that basis. This 
is going to bring the farmer face to j 
face with a new prof posit ion. Ile mu*t 
learn how to tare fo r h is ordain in 
such a way that tie may deliver it to j 
the creamery in perfect condition. 
The milking is the starting |«>im o 
roost of the trouble 
Tile milker Mi* ; 
down with a pail o|*en at til** n-p awl I 
begins to milk. 
Any dust. straw or j 
manure that may t*e hanging to the I 
>1 
ll! 
udder is gradually disiodg* d 
Its way into the milk 
Thus while 
the dairyman milks be uucoitscioiisiy 
plants—lie plants the seed of destruc­ 
tion in the very product he Is going to 
market. 
The destruction begins at 
once and is carried on very rapidly so 
long as the pro|**r temperatures ar© 
maintained. 
The remedy would naturally suggest 
Itself. 
Stop the dirt from getting int** 
the milk. This can be done easily and 
quickly, 
lf the milker wdi carry with 
him a damp cloth and ciPefulh nip© 
off the udder ami the parts Immedi­ 
ately around It Hie trouble will to a 
great extent be prevented. 
All of the 
coarser particles of dirt will be rubbed 


IN * SANITARY DAIRT 
off and the finer particles of dust 
dampened, so that they will not fall 
Into the pail. 
This work will require 
but a few momenta of extra time and 
prevent much after trouble in the way 
of sour and Iii flavored cream 
The 
cow should be milked in a place Iii 
which the air is free from dust. 
In 
the winter or when the cows are kepi 
In the stable never feed or in*ive hay 
or clean out the place or do anything 
to stir up dust or strong smells just 
before milking. 
The cream should be separated at 
cnce after milking, while the milk still 
has the animal heat Iii it. 
The work 
of the day should lie so arranged that 
this can lie done. 
Do not use a cloth 
■trainer. 
The separator will remove 
all the solid dirt that may be In the 
milk much better than It can be done 
with a strainer. 
There never was a 
cloth strainer used that would not In 
a few days l>ecome yellow ami smell 
bad. Under the best conditions, where 
steam can be used to help in cleans­ 
ing. the cloth strainer is a aouree of 
danger rat lier than a benefit. 
A well 
made wire strainer might lie used, but 
there is no need of any strainer. 
Pour 
the fresh, warm milk directly Into the 
supply can aud send It th ro n g as 
quickly as *»os«dble.

fifty-five days from germination, but It 
is also the best corn to plant for the 
early fail markets. 
The Country Gentleman is the best 
second early variety for the private 
family as well as for the retail trade. 
The corn is of delicious quality—con­ 
sidered the sweetest iu cultivation. 
Planted on rich ground and given ex 
tra fertilizing and culture, two or three 
large ears eau l»e grown to the stalk 
Stowell's Evergreen is the standard 
variety both for market and for the 
private family. 
The ears are of large 
size, grains deep, tender and sweet, a 
vigorous grower, producing one to two 
large ears to the stalk. 
It requires 
fully sixty days to mature marketable 
ears 
To have a s rove** iou plant every 
twelve days. 
The ground for sweet 
coni should be deeply plowed, harrow­ 
ed ami rolled until tine and mellow. 
Spread well rotted, ri* Ii manure in the 
furrow, then so%v 400 pounds of a 
complete fertilizer to the acre on top 
of the mixture; mix the manure and 
phosphate with the earth; drop three 
grains twenty inches apart In the row 
Hubbard squash or crook neck pump­ 
kins may be planted iu every fifth 
row. Give frequent and thorough cul­ 
ture. 
Two good workings with the 
hoe should be given. 
In eastern corn 
states the varieties referred to are 
planted as late as the last of July. 


Milk For Poultry. 
All kinds of i#oultry have a great 
fondness for either sweet or sour milk 
It is a cheap food when properly fed. 
Separator milk. direct from the fac­ 
tory, mixed with corn chop, makes one 
of the best foods to fatten old hens. 
For laying hens and half grown chick­ 
ens it may Lh* poured into troughs just 
as it comes from the factory. 
For 
young chickens and turkeys it should 
tie made into curds. 
The milk must 
be fed with judgment, especially to 
young turkeys, as ail overfeeding will 
prove fatal. 
A moderate feed is all 
right, but too much will cause a loss. 
Give a small feed of curd mixed with 
corn chop late Iu the afternoon.

darkness aud perfect quiet, as these 
are necessary for perfect finish. 
When finished they must be market­ 
ed at ouce or they go back. 
No water Is given, but charcoal and 
grit arc furnished. 
Cramming Mixture.—Fifty pounds of 
ground oats (no hulls), fifty pounds of 
buckwheat, fifty pounds of cornmeal, 
three pounds of mutton tallow, five 
inwinds of blood meal, one and one-half 
pounds of -nit. 
Ingredients should be 
ground fine, be perfectly mixed and 
wet up to a cream with skim or butter­ 
milk. 
This also makes a satisfactory 
paste for crate work. 


To Ravivo Grass. 
No top dressing or fertilizer will do 
more to revive grass than nitrate of 
soda. and it should be used in combi­ 
nation with materials containing phos 
pborie acid ami potash. A mixture of 
l*rK) pounds of nitrate of soda, lot) 
pounds of acid 
phosphate and 
75 
pounds of muriate of potash Is recom­ 
mended. Grass, even in the old mead­ 
ows, will respond very quickly to this 
treatment. 


Long Handled Tools. 
Every farmer should use long han­ 
dled tools instead of short ones and 
have his plow handles as far apart 
again as most of them are. The seats 
on bls vehicles should be high enough 
and deep enough to enable him to sit 
up straight and not acquire a humped 
back.

BURNT SUGAR A DISINFECTANT. 
The burning of sugar as a disin­ 
fectant In sickrooms is a practice fol­ 
lowed in many parts of Europe and 
has usually been viewed by physicians 
as an innocent superstition, neither 
beneficial 
nor 
harmful, 
professor 
Trilbert of the Pasteur in sta te at 
Paris has recently demonstrated in 
experiments which he has been mak­ 
ing that the burning of sugar develope 
a remarkably powerful antlseptK gaff. 
Five grams of sugar were bunptd un­ 
der a glass bell holding ten Quarts, 
and after the vapor had cooled germs 
of typhus, tuberculosis, cholera and 
smallpox were placed iu open glass - 
tubes under the bell, and within half 
an hour all the microbes were found 
dead. The efficacy of burnt sugar as 
a purifier of air containing offensive 
odors is well known and la probably 
due to the antiseptic principle referred 
to. 
This seems to be one instance.In 
which a popular superstition seems un­ 
wittingly to have had a very food sci­ 
entific foundation.
